ACREAGE: In the 1979 ssason #50 acres of celsry
werg planted in New Yerk, a decrease from the 700
acres planted in 1978 and an increase frem the 600
acres planted in 1977. Harvested acrease decreased
from the 700 acres in 1978 te 600 acres in 1979,
but an increase ever tha 550 acres in 1977, The
tetal Summer and Fall acreass planted in the U.S.
in 1979 increased fram the 16,548 acres in 1978 and
16,570 acres in 1977, to 18,000 acres in 1979,
Harvested acrease increased in 1979 frem the

13,230 in 1978 and 16,188 in 1977 te 16,920

acres in 1979,

PRODUCTION: In New York the Symmer and Fall
preduction decreased from the 294 060 cwt in 1978
te 261,000 cwt in 1979, but an increase frem the
231,000 cwt for 1977, The averase yield per acre
in 1979 was 455 cwt, an increase from the 420 cwt
in 1978 and 1977, The U.S. Summer and Fall
preductien totaled 8 201,606 cwt in 1979 an in-
crease from the 8,142,000 cwt in 1578 but a
decrease frem tne 9,308,000 cwt in 1977, The
average yield per acre in the U.S, Summer and Fall
of 1979 vas 487 cwt, a decrease trem the 498 cwt in
1978 and 518 cwt in 1377,

GROWING CONDITIONS: Cesl and wet weather inter-
rupted celery planting during the besinning of the
seasen, but by mid-menth faverable cenditiansg
returned allewing transplantire te centinue,
During the last week of May femperatures asain
drepped belsw narmal, with sheve narmal precipi-
tatien, and centinued te the end of the menth,
June temperatures were 10 degrees abeve nermal
with belew nermal precipitation, and by mid-

menth throush the end af the menth temperatures
remained ceel with below normal precipitatien.
Early planted celery was shewing excellent

growth. July weather was mestly dry and srswers
had te irrigate, and celery centinuzd te make
goed growth, The weather during August was mixed,
but temperatures were mostly Selew nsrmal with
rainfall alse below nermal, In early September
abeve nermal temperatures were experienced

with below nermal rainfall, but by the secend
week of September, Trepical sterm David meved
throueh the state and temperatures drepped belew
nermal with abeve nermal precipitatisn. Tempera-
tures in Octeber were alse mixed, but mestly nermal
temperatures and precipitation were experienced.

CELERY

HARVEST: Lieht cutting ®#ean in July and the
quality was gsed, despite the dry cenditiens that
were experienced during the menth. August tem-
peratures were eften beley nermal with below nere
mal rainfall, but in early Seplember abeve nermal
temperatures and raintall eccurced, and by the
second wesk of Septamber, Trepical Sters David
meved throvah the state temperarily interrupting
the harvest. Final light cuttinas were made at
the end of Octsher, Mechanical harvesting was
the princisal methed used te harvest the crep.

MARKETING: The first af the seasen shipping peint
F.0.B, prices were reperted by the Federal-State
Markei News Service sn July 23rd and reflected
that 2-2%dnzen breucht 6.00-6.50, 3 dezen 5.50-
6.00, and & & 6 dazen 5.00-8.00, By mic-August
prices decreaced slighily far 7 & 2% dezen which
brough 5.50-6.00, 3 dezen remained steady at 5.50-

ACREAGE: In New Yerk in 1979, 22,708 acres of Sweet
Corn for fresh market ware plantsd an increase frem
the 22,380 acres in 1978, hut a decrease frea the
23,580 acres planted in 1977, Harvested acres were
21,700 in 1979 an increase frem the 21,090 acres in
1978 and 20,500 acres in 1977. The tetal U.S.
Summer Sweat Csrn plantings in 1979 were 112,800
acres an increase frem the 112,500 acrss in 1978,
but less than the 106,300 acres in 1977.

PRODUCTIGN: The New York State Sweet Corn preduc-
tion for 1979 was 1,411,080 cwt an increase fren
the 1,323,000 cwt for 1978, but less than the
1,527,000 cwt in 1977. The yield per acre isn
1979 was 65 cwt, a decrease frem the 63 cwt in
1978, but less than the 74 cwt in 1977. The U.S.
Summer production for 1979 was 7,406,000 cwt
compared teo the 7,279,800 cwt fer 1978 and a
decrease frem the 7,760,080 cwt for 1977. The
yield per acre increased frem the 70 cwt in 1976
te 71 cwt for 1979, hut a decrease from the 73
cwt for 1977.

GROWING COMDITIONS: Sweet corn planting began in
April with early yielding varieties and coentinued
inte May and June, In late April field werk was
delayed due 1o ceol and wet conditions, hut the
conditions seen impreved allewing the Field werk
te continue, May temperatures were irreqular with
perieds of abeve and belew nermal, with perieds of
light rain, and planting centinued at a rapid pace.
In early June temperatures were nearly nermal, but
seon afterward temperatures turned cosl, with belew
nernal precipitation, and seme early variety sweet
corn was tasselina. In July the dry cenditiens
caused grevers te irrigate. The sugpy, warm
veather premeted rapid maturing.

HARVESTING: Light harvest ef early yariaties
began in late July. The first efferings were
sold mestly te readside stands. The first of
the season cemmercial shipments began abeut

4 days later. Corn berer preblems were reported.
Cool temperatures experienced in Auqust slewed
maturity. The cembinatien of ceel temperatures
and early dry spell caused uneven ripening,
making it difficult te harvest. Peak harvest

early August. In late September harvest wag mestly
completed with light offerings being made in
Octeber. Harvest was temperarily interrupted when
Trepical Sterm David meved through the area.
Harvesting wzs done by manual labor and mechanical
harvesters. Most corn for cemmercial shipments
vers iced and some hydreceoled,

MARKETING: The first of the seasen Federal-State

Market News Service covering F.0.B. Shipping Peint
prices was released July 23rd and the price fer
vellow corn was 3.40. Secen afterward yellew corn
declined to 2.90-3.80, and held steady until the
first of August when it increased te 3.50-4.80, but
seen decreaged slightly te 3.40-3.80 in mid-August.
In later Augyst prices increased rapidly to 4.00-
4.90 and held steady until the first week eof
Septgmber when the prices decreased to 2.90-3.40
and it centinued to decrease to 2.90-3.00 by late
September, The final repert was issued en September
21, Mest efferings of sweet corn were yellew
(several varieties), Light supplies of white corn
wers alse available, The quality of sweet cern

vas senerally ased, excest during the dry perieds
experienced in July and Ausust,

PACKAGING AND SHIPMENTS: Hudsen Valley cern was
packed mesily in wirebeund crates, theuah paper and
mash sacks were also used, primarily fer deliveries
te readside stands, ALl shipments were made by
truck and were coenverted ints trucklet equivalents
on the basis ¢f 856 centainers per trucklet, Tetal
shipments reperted during the seasea numbered 858,
cempared to the 1,089 in 1978 and 1,165 in 1977..

corn were in the nertheask, Ney Yerk City as the
principal receiviny arss.. @ther impertant markets
include Albany, Baltimsre-Washingten, Buffale,
and Philadelphia.

Service tetal susmer acreage planted in New Yerk in
1979 was 4,000, a decrease from the 4,100 acres in
1978 and 4,200 acres in 1977. Harvssted acreage in
Nev York in 1979 was 3,600, an increase frem the
3,580 acres in 1978 and 3,360 acres ia 1977, Fer the
U.S. tetal Summsr season 57,000 acres were planted in
1979 compared to the 59,808 acres in 19768, mut the
same as the 57,000 acres in 1977, Harvested acreage
for 1979 was 54,708, a decrease from 58,000 acres in
1978, but an increase frem the 53,800 acres in 1977.

PRODUCTION: Kew York's tetal 1979 preductien was
702,008 cwt, compared to 665,000 cwt in 1978 and
660,000 cwt in 1977, The averase yield per acre in
New York vas 195 cwt in 1979 cempared to 199 cwt
for 1978, and 200 cwt in 1977, The tetal U.S.
Sumser production in 1979 .was 15,086,000 cwt com-
pared to 16,425,080 cwt in 1978 and 14,956,000 cwt
in 1977. The average yield per acre in 1979 was 276
cwt compared to 283 cwt in 1978 and 278 cwt in 1977.

PACKAGING: Iceberg lettuce was packed in cartons
centaining 24 heads and was vacuum ceeled. Remaine
Lettuce was packed in 1 1/9 bushel crates er
cartens, Big Besten Lettuce was packad in Eastern
Besten crates centaining 24 heads.

TRANSPORTATION: All shipments were made by truck.

HARVEST: Light cutting of Besten and Remaine types
of Lettuce began about eideJune and was fellowed by
light harvest of Iceberg lettuca. In sarly July
harvest was in full swing and all lettuce vas in
goed conditian, The het and dry weather experienced
in July breusht same fields %o maturity and caused
seme quality prebless. The cool temperatures in
August ispraved conditiens, but seme betten ret was
reported. A large planting gap was sxperienced in
August for icebery lettuce aut harvast centinued by
sidenonth. The harvest was interrupted temporarily
in September when Trepical Sters David meved threugh
the area.

SHIPMENTS: Heaviest shipments were recorded between
the weeks ending July 14 and 21, The Lastern New
York ard Western New Yerk seasens everlapped, with
peak shipments fer beth eccurring the week ending
July 21st, with 205 trucklet equivalents fer the
week. Tetal shipments reportad during the seasen
for Orange County numbersd 568 trucklet equivalents
compared te 569 in 1978 ane¢ 678 in 1977.

MARKETING: The first market repert issued by the
Federal-State Market News Service cevering F.0.B.
Shipping Peint prices fer lettuce was released en
Juns 26, 1979 and listad cartans ef Iceberg lettuce
at mostly 6.48 (including vacuum ceeling charges).
The last week of June the price increased to 7.4 ,
which vas the high fer the seasen. The second week
of July prices slowly decreased teo #.08<4.40, seen
aftervards they increased sharply te .49, and

then decreased again te 4.48. By ths week ending
August 10th the price had drepped to 4,00,

Demand for Remaine type lettuce was qoed and
the start of the seasen®s price was 3.25-3.75. By
early July the price increased te 3.58-4.58 and
slewly decreased until the end of July when prices
stepped decreasing at 2.56-3.00. By the first of
August prices weps again increzsing until mid-menth
when prices ransed frea 3.58-5.88, and by the
psnth®s and drepped frem 4.00-4.58. Besten type
lettuce alse started with a gees demand. The first

continue, May weather was irreqular with a wide range
of temperatures abeve and below normal with perieds of
rain, June temperatures turned ceel with belew nersmal
precipitation. Grewers were irrigatipg in July, and
lettuce was in gesd condition and made geed growth.

KEATHER AND CROP: Early April was celd and wsi, Late
Mril threugh mid-May weather was faverable. Wet
fields in the latter part of May caused planting skips
vhich resulted in light te mederate supplies in mid te
late July. Faverable weather for the mest of July
resulted in excallent quality. Loew evernight temper:-
tures in early August delayad maturity of new fields.
Weather vas generally faverabla threust he end of
August. Heavy rains in the first week .n Septeaber
curtailed harvest for several days. Light supplies
vere available from the middle ¢f the menth till the
last cuttings, abeut the third week in September.

MARKETING: The first Icebery lettuce F.0.B. was
released Menday, July 2 and first quetations started
at 6.58-7.00 per carten 24's, vacuum ceeling charges
included.

Prices dropped to 3.508-4.00 by mid-July. A few
days later prices advanced te §.80-6.50 for about a
veek, then declined again te 3.50-4.00 and held fer
the resaidgyr of the menth, Prices advanced sharply
during the secend week of August reaching 12,60 by
the niddle of the menth, then declined steadily te
3.50<4.50 by the first waek in September. Prices
advanced for the light supplies. The last F.0.B.
report was issued on Menday, September i7.

MOVENENT: The 1979 crep movement tetaled 1,101
trucklets (40,000 1bs) cempared with 1,889 the
previeus year.
